SHIPPING BILL RESUMED IK 


THE SENATE. 


Washington, March 4.—The house 


today agreed to the confereiice re- 
port on the Philippine tariff bill and 
the mea&ure n<ow goes to the presi- 
dent for signature. 


.When the 
hoiise met today the 


peuJdins question was on the adop- 
tion of the 
conference report upon 


the Philippine tariff (bill. On a, ris- 
ing division the vote stood ayes 66> 
noes 65. Messrs. McCallj of Massa- 
chusetts; H«atwole/ of Minnesota, 
and Littlefteld, of Maine, republi- 
cans, voted with the democrats 
against the adoption of the report, 
Mr. Bayne, the majority leader, then 
demanded the eyes and noes and. the 
toll was called. 


The report was adopted, 138 to 


109. 


Mr. 
Littlefield, 
(republican, 
of 


Maine; MeCall, republican, of Massa- 
chusetts, and iHeatwole, republican, 
of Minnesota, voted with the demo- 
crats against the adoption of the re* 
port. 
The house then went into 


committee of the whole and resum- 
ed the consideration, of the bill to 
classify the rural free delivery ser- 
vice and place the carriers under the 
contract system. 


Mr. Landis, of Indiana, the first 


speaker today, 
opposed the bill. 


Host of the shame an'd discredit cast 
uipon the government in the past, he 
said, had been in connection with 
the contract system, 


Mr. Landis declared that there was 


absolutely no public demand for the 
passage of the pending measure. 


Mr. &addox, of .Georgia, also spoke 


against the bill. 
He predicted that 


if the contract -sydtem was estab- 
lished In the southern states negroes 
would carry the mails below Mason 
and Dixon's line.

senate convened today the credentials 
of Mr. Allison and Mr. Dolliver, both 
of Iowa, were presented to the sen- 
ate. 
The latter's credentials were 


for a term of six years beginning 
Jlareh. 4, 1901. In response to an 
inquiry, the president pro tern. (Mr. 
Frye) announced that it would be 
necessary <for ?(tr. Dolliver again to 
take the oath of office. 


Mr. Allison's present term will not 


expire until March 4, 1903. He en- 
tered1 the senate on March 4, 1873, 
and 'to* been a jnember of the body 
continuously since that time. The 
new term 
for which lie has been 


elected will extend for six years from 
March 4. 1903.

MEETING FELL FLAT. 


Business Hen Fail to Attend and 


Function May Be Curtailed or 


Abandoned Altogether. 


Business men wno liad been invited 


to attend a meeting Monday after- 
noon to discuss plans for the dedica- 
tion of tne new court bouse displayed 
a woeful lack of interest in the propo- 
sition, and it may result in a very 
material departure from the ela- 
borate plans which had 'been in con- 
templation. 


The meeting -was called for 4 


o'clock, and in addition to the news- 
paper announcements, one hundred 
wstal card notifications had fbeen 
mailed to down-town business men. 
The board of commissioners, with 
'ourity Attorney Barrett, and the 
Commercial club*s special committee 
named to assist in^he demonstration, 
were on hand at the appointed time, 
but the business men1 did not come. 
The assemblage waited a reasonable 
time for the arrivals and then ad- 
[ourned without further action than 
an informal discussion. 


Both the committee and the com- 


missioners were greatly disappointed 
and discouraged, an'd it was ithe 
unanimous opinion thatif thebusiness 
men were not sufficiently interested 
to aid in the event, the project would 
better be abandoned altogether. It is 
certain the commissioners will not do 
more than provide for the dedicatory 
ceremonies proper on a single day. 
If more than this is desired the busi- 
ness men must take action very soon.

WELCOME TO THE CITY MOST 


EHTHUSIASTIC. 


Chicago, March 4.—The Chicago 


which Prince Henry, of Prussia, saw 
last night by the glare of many 
ights, was presented to him today 
by the clearer light of the sun. The 
welcome which he received last night 
was repeated and emphasized and he 
was given further opportunity to en- 
oy his expressed desire to meet 
American, citizens 
at close range. 


During the day he listened to an ad- 
dress from the Central CBund, of St. 
Paul, placed a wreath on the Lin- 
coln monument in Lincoln park and 
enjoyed a luncheon and reception at 
?he Get-mania club. 


GOES SIGHTSEEING. 


The prince, contrary to expectation, 


arose early. But he was no more 
energetic than the crowd. By 8:30 
o'clock fully 3,000 people packed the 
sidewalks in front of the hotel* Pho- 
tographers ^tood at every vantage 
point ready to snatch a likeness of 


prince when he emerged, It was 


nearly 10 o'clock before their pa- 
ttehce was' rewarded. The prince, 
having two hours at his disposal, 
concluded that a drive about the city 
would best please 'him. Cffournier, the 
French chauffeur, stood ready to take 
the prince for a mile-a-minute whirl 
about -the boulevards, but the latter 
decided in favor of a carriage in or- 
der that members of his entourage 
might also enjoy ithe bracing morn- 
n'g air. As the long cavalcade, un- 
heralded, sped through the streets 
knots of people rushed frtfm build- 


generally 
too late to see the 


pritfce, whose carriage was near thte 
lead of the line. The first stop was 
made at ithe magnificent neto- build* 
ng of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank. President John J. Mitchell 
showed the prince through tlie insti- 
;ution. The Hookery, one of the 
city's finest office buildings, was next 
visited. 


p^j^FjjKCEW&D TO WAiLK. 


It is but a short block from the 


bank -and the prince 'disdained* to 
enter his carriage for the trip. With 


stride which a pedestrian might 


have envied he strode through the 
crowd, while the detectives guarding 
him quickened their steps to keep up. 
Both at th'e bank and the Rookery 
the stops were not so brief that the 
news did not 'have time to fly up and 
down' the street, and in both in- 
stances when he came out crowds 
awaited him and cheered lustily. 
The prince seemed pleased at the 
demonstration and repeatedly touch- 
ed his cap in courteous answer. Jn 
tho carriage with him were (Robert 
T. Lincoln, Mayor Harrison and 
Bear Admiral Evans. The mayor 
and Mr. Lincoln pointed out the ob- 
jects of interest which were passed, 
[n this manwer the prince was sbown 
through, the retail and wholesale 
districts. A short stop was made at 
the public library, where the prince 
said to Mayor Harrison that the city 
was to be congratulated in possess- 
ing such 'magnificent buildings, 


ST. PAUL BUND'S ADDHdBSS. 
The presentation of the address by 


Governor Van Sant, of Minnesota, 
was the first detail of the day's of- 
ficial program. The prince received 
the governor and a <romtnittee ac- 
companied him in his private parlor 
after he -had eaten breakfast. The 
address was as follows: 


In the name of the 50,000 residents of 


Gwman descent in the city of St, J*aul we 
extend to you a hearty welcome to our new 
home. 


Millions of hearts through which German 


blood pulsates arc joined with us today in 
this greeting to an illustrious icion of the 
fcemie of Hohenzollern, thenrepresentative 01 
th* emperor of the German people and of the 
German empire. 


• Will your 
royal 
highness 
assure his 


majesty, your brother, that we ever think 
of our fatherland with the deepest love, ana 
that wo pray to God to unite our old fath- 
erland and out new home in the firm bonds 
pf friendship. 
The prince said in response that he 


would prize the address very highly 
as another of the expressions of good 
wishes that had come to him every- 
where as the ambassador of his 
brother, the emperor. "I will give it 
to him, and I am sure he will be as 
grateful to the people of Minnesota 
as I am personally." 


Then upon the prince's request he 


was presented personally by Gov- 
ernor Van Sant to each of the mem 
bero of his staff, who, in full uni- 
form, had stood At attention during 
tit* delivery of the addws.

Without delay the party entered the 
carriages waiting to convey it to 
Lincoln park and the German!* club.

GREETING WAS GENERAL. 
In nearly every door and window 


along the streets where the prince 
passed curious faces were to be seen. 
Handkerchiefs were waved at him 
from the windows, and the crowds 
along the streets shouted a greet- 
i|g. The prince was * kept busy 
touching his cap in response.

Admiral Evans, enthusiastically ad- 
dressed as "Bob," was also the recip- 
ent of considerable attention. While 
decorations along the route were not 
profuse, they were sufficiently in evi- 
dence -to give the streets a semi-holi- 
day appearance 
and 
numerous 


pictures of the prince in the windows 
were noted. 


A dense crowd numbering thous- 


ands was crushed about the sombre 
statue of the 
great 
emancipator, 


when the prince and his entourage 
came upon the scene. Cries of "Hoch 
der kaiser" and "Hurrah for Hein- 
rich" were numerous, making a 
thundering volume of welcoming 
sound'. 
^Fhe representative of 
the 


German emperor grave, 'but of pleas-1 
ant mien withal, bowed repeatedly! 
from his carriage. Tightly stretch- 
ed ropes surrounded the statue, to 
keep back the crowd, while a. circle 
of policemen in a strenuous manner 
discouraged the attempts of the ven-; 
;uresome who would have encroached 
on the ground reserved for his high-! 
ness. The prince was all -gravity as 
he entered the plot of clearly swept 
•round surrounding the monument 
and laid at the feet of the image of 
the martyred president the laurel 
;oken of tespect The whole cere- 
mony lasted! but a few moments. 
The prince and his official party 
quickly re-entered their carriages 
and started -at a brisk -trot for the 
Germania club, transformed for the 
occasion into a bit of the fatherland. 
It had been carefully planned to 
make the entertainment of the royal 


uest at the club the 
crowning 


achievement of the day. 
He was 


to be made to feel at home, despite 
the formalities with 
which such 


'unctions must -be encumbered. 


VERY ENTHUSIASTIC. 


A burst of music from a brass band 
heralded the prince's coming and in 


few minutes the "Prince Henry*' 


of last night was "Unset Heinrich," 
among an enthusiastic congregation 
of German-Americans, 
Every pre- 


caution had been token for the safety 
of the royal guest. £he club house 
had been, rigidly inspected 
from 


basement to garret hours before the 
arrival of the prince. After the in* 
spection up to the time the prince 
set foot in the club house not even 
members were allowed to enter with- 
out special cards of admission* Of 
all such persons a record was taken. 
The cavalry escort which had ac- 
companied .the prince from the Aud- 
torium drew up in* front t>efore the 
prince alighted from his carriage. A 
detachment of police restrained the 
curious crowds, while detectives in 
citizens dress were sprinkled about 
the streets leading to ithe club in 
order to guard against any suspi- 
cious characters getting within even 
shouting 
distance of the kaiser's 


brother. 


Uhe prince, arm in aim with Dr, 


Wever, the German consul in Chi- 
cago, was met at the threshold of the 
club house by Oustav F. Fischer, 
president of the club, who also took 
his arm, and the following members 
of the club's reception committee; 
Qustav Wittmeyer, fiarry Rubens, 
Judge Thebdore Brentano, Edward G. 
Halle and Albert F. Madlener, 
The 


committee was augmented *by mem- 
bers of -the board of directors .and 
other prominent members of the club, 
The 'broad stairway leading to the re- 
ception 'and (banquet (hall was lined 
with little girls dressed in white. 


THE PARTY AT LUNCH. 


The luncheon was confined to the 


prince and the immediate -party ac- 
companying hint from Europe and as- 
signed to him at Washington; the im- 
perial German consul, 3>r, Wever; the 
two vice consuls, I>rs. Haetring and 
Zoepfel; Mayor Harrison, Governor 
Yates, Robeit T. Lincoln, the execu- 
tive committed, the committee o£ five 
representing the United German so- 
cieties, and about fifty members .of 
the club, including directors and the 
reception committee.

RESULT WAS IN DOUBT UP TO 


THE VOTING. 


BUT ONE BALLOT NECESSARY 


PLATFORM ADOPTED BY THE 


CONVENTION, 


Clarence C. Gilhams, of Lagrange, 


Lagrange county, was nominated 
for congress this afternoon by the 
Twelfth district republicans in con- 
vention in this city. 


This result was the end of a eon- 


test that was uncertain until the bal- 
ot deciding it was announced* 
The much touted dark horse did 


not appear an'd the only names pre- 
ented to the convention were those 
of BIN McGoogan and Mr. GKlhams. 


The convention was well attended 


aud the interest somewhat more 
than the outlook a day or two ago 
promised. Lieutenant Governor Gil- 


presided over the convention, 


whidh was orderly and well con* 
Tolled. 


The result of the ballot was: 
McOoogan-47 9-16, 
Crilhams—• 63 7*16. 
The nominaition 
was then made 


unanimous. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


It was nearly 2 o'clock before Dis- 


trict Chairman Leonard reached the 
assembly room and assigned the 
various county delegations to places 
a the room. l?or half an nour <pre- 
vious to that time 'the visitors had 
been arriving and by the time the 
delegates were seated the seats wore 
all occupied, a line of people extended 
entirely around 'the room and the rest 
of the crowd overflowed into the cor- 
•idors of the court house. The plat- 
•orm had been handsomely draped in 
the national colors by John A, Scott 
and it presented a pretty appearance. 


Every county in the district had 


held a caucus previous to the open- 
ng of the convention, and the dele- 
gates knew about what to expect 
rrom every portion of the district.
